previous, indicating that 37.508 fewer 
perspns were supplied witli employ­ 
ment during tile last 12 months than 
lor the like period dating back from 
uly 1, 1923. 
m the larm and dairy classi .¡cation 
"3,480 persons were given work since 
Ju ly 1 a year ago. 
This was an in­ 
crease from 2.909 in the year precert 
bug that date. 
Male applicants for work in Ohio 
during the year have numbered 39b,- 
U 8, exclusive of tiie larm and dairy 
workers, of whom there wrere 2,044, 
and 
women asking for work

179.789. 
The 
percentage 
of 
placements 
among 
women 
proved 
greater than among men. 
From Ju ly 1, 1923, until the close 
of that calendar year there were 264,- 
221 applicants for work and 118,634 
placements. 
From Jan. 1, 1924, until 
June 30, there were 7514,656 persons 
seeking employment and 98,973 place­ 
ments. 
This tends to show that there 
lias been a decided slump in industrial 
activity since the first of the year, 
t earing out the reports that 
mauy 
pmnts have ceased operation entirely 
and others proceeding on 
part-time 
basis only. 
This has left 215,583 idle 
persons in the state over the 
six- 
months period, while there were only 
145,587 idle in the six mouths pre­ 
vious. 
Problems of placing Ohio's idle in 
employment have been 
greatest in 
Cleveland. 
R ecords show that 120,- 
751 men and 60,135 women applied 
fur work since a year ago, and 34,927 
mi n were given jobs and 27,014 worn- 
mi supplied with work by efforts of 
the personnel 
of that branch. 
An 
idle list of 120,945 was left, however. 
There were 55,407 male applicants 
in Columbus and 33,103 females, the 
records 
disclose, while

These 
figures place Columbus second in the 
list of unemployed, a job having been 
found for only one in each three of 
the male applicants and two for each 
three female applicants.

»16, of whom 9,988 were given jobs.

Seeds vary in their powers of retain­ 
ing life. 
While those of peas and 
beans will retain vitality for many 
years, others, such as those of the 
parsnip, are useless if kept over one 
season. 
Seeds of the willow and the 
poplar are so short-lived that upless 
they land at once In a moist place, 
they die In a few days.

Wide Variation in 
Vitality of Seeds 
Id the past there was perhaps no 
other trade in which swindling was so 
rampant as In that of the sale of 
seeds. The artless dealer of half a 
century ago adulterated his goods by 
adding a considerable proportion of 
bolled seeds. 
The seed adulteration net put a stop 
to that practice, but not to the sale of 
dirty and old seeds. 
Moat seeds are 
“dirty” when fresh gathered—that Is, 
they contain a considerable percent­ 
age of weed seed, and all the great 
seed houses possess elaborate and 
costly machinery for cleaning, says 
London Answers. 
Clover seed has to be carefully 
cleaned. If this is not done the result 
will he a crop of all kinds of pernicious 
weeds In the clover Held. 
Some weed, 
seeds, such as those of the dodder, are' 
so tiny that it is almost impossible to 
detect them except under a strortg 
magnifying glass. 
Seeds vary In their powers of retain­ 
ing life. While those of peas and 
beans will retain vitality for many 
years, others, such as those of tile 
parsnip, are useless lf kept over one 
season.

Sev­ 
e r,I promising species of parasites 
which might ahi In controlling other 
s 'ages of the weevil have thus far 
failed*to become established. 
A now department circular, No. SOI, 
entitled “Introduction of Parasites of 
the Alfalfa Weevil Into the United 
States,” by Thomas It. Chamberlin, en­ 
tomologist, gives a brief account of Hie 
more Important imported parasites and 
discusses tile effectiveness of Kathy* 
plectes curculionis.

Unusual heroism by a Philadelphia 
physician who remained for hours un­ 
der fire in his dressing station during 
the battle of Belleau Wood and then 
carried a wounded officer on whom he 
had been operating to safety when the 
station was destroyed, has been recog­ 
nized with an award of the Congres­ 
sional Medal of Honor by the govern­ 
ment. 
The man who is thus signally hon­ 
ored, says the Philadelphia Ledger, is 
Capt. Orlando H. Petty, attached dur­ 
ing the war to the 
Naval Medical 
corps. 
Doctor Petty enlisted in the naval re­ 
serves, four days before the United 
States entered the war. 
He left with 
the 
Fifth 
regiment 
marines. 
With 
the “ Devil Dogs," lie saw fierce fight­ 
ing from June, 1918. until late in the 
summer. 
On June 11 he performed 
the deed which won for him the medal. 
' Under a heavy shell fire, he worked 
in his dressing station until it literally 
fell in flames over his head, when he 
escaped to a place of safety with the 
wounded officer on ids buck. 
He w*as severely gassed, and was lh 
the hospital many days, but he insist­ 
ed, long before having entirely recov­ 
ered, upon returning to duty. 
He was 
cited for bravery because of the action. 
Doctor Petty was the only member of 
the Medical Reserve corps during the 
\Ru* to receive a Congressional Medal 
of Honor. 
He also was awarded the 
Distinguished 
Service 
Cross of 
the 
United States and the Croix de Guerre 
with palm, of France. 
Recently he was appointed physician 
in charge of the department of metab­ 
olism of the Philadelphia General hos­ 
pital and elected to the professorship 
of diseases of metabolism in the grad­ 
uate school <*£ medicine of the Uni­ 
versity of Pennsylvania. 
Doctor Petty is a graduate of Franklin 
college and the Jefferson Medical col­ 
lege. 
For several years lie was pa 
Biologist and director of laboratories at 
the Germantown hospital. 
He is a 
member of the Pennsylvania society. 
Sons of the Revolution, of the Aescu- 
lapian and Manufacturers’ clubs, and 
is a fellow of tne College of Phy­ 
sicians of Philadelphia, and of the 
American College of Physicians.

Unusual heroism by a Philadelphia 
physician who remained for hours un­ 
der fire in his dressing station during 
the battle of Belleau Wood and then 
.carried a wounded officer on whom lie 
had been operating to safety when tile 
station was destroyed, has been recog­ 
nised with an award of the Congres­ 
sional Medal of Honor by the govern­

The man who is thus signally hon­ 
ored, says the Philadelphia Ledger, is 
Capt. Orlando H. Petty, attached dur­ 
ing the war to the Naval Medical 
corps. 
Doctor Petty enlisted in the naval re­ 
serves, four days before the United 
States entered the war.

New York.—There is one market in 
New York which has a wider range be­ 
tween longs * and shorts than Wall 
street itself.

You can get pythons, at the right time 
of year, anywhere from seven feet to' 
twenty-five in length. 
Usually they 
are sold as ribbon is sold; the more 
you want, the more you have to pay. 
Pythons form an Industry, and New 
York is the center of it for America. 
Every year men go from bere to Af­ 
rica, India. Sumatra anil South Amer­ 
ica. and early in the spring New York 
has a python population of 250 or so. 
They are sold
